There is only one thing more disgusting than a 
brother-in-law who sires smarter kids than you do.

I have both kinds and, unfortunately, they live 
nearby and it is necessary to exchange regular 
visits (It is typical of my luck that my only 
brother-in-law who is fatter than I am lives so far 
away I can stand next to him only once a year). 

Anyway, it was Mother’s Day and the only way 
I could see my mother was to drive to 
brother-in-law Jack’s new home in Bloomfield 
Hills. That’s Detroit’s lushest suburb, the one 
where George Romney used to go on Sunday to 
ask God what he should do on Monday. 

It was little sister Mary Lou who married Uncle 
Jack. She’s the one whose hair turned grey when 
she was 10 and she doesn’t care. When she was 25 
she married and her life turned gold. Her relatives 
turned green. 

I can’t describe their mansion fully. I got lost in 
the fover and fell behind the guided tour.

there’s a redwood sundeck in back, beside a 
swimming pool big enough for a Holiday Inn. 
There’s a living room untouched by human hand 
because there are so many other rooms to really 
live in.

At one point I thought I’d discovered the 
family room but it turned out to be the dog’s 
room. It was in the real family room, knee-deep in 
carpet, that Jack asked if I’d have a drink. I said 
yes and expected him to head for the kitchen.

I was sick of 
hearing my daughter say she never wanted to go 
home.

And then there's SheOa, a pre-teen who takes 
after her mother only she’s better looking. Super 
Sheila can leap wide swimming pools in a single 
bound without getting wet. Hardly. 

I keep wondering why their smartie kids don't 
fight like my kids fight. Especially the little twins, 
Mary and Maureen. ‘Those two must have some 
great battles, don’t they?” I asked Terrible Jean. 

“No,” she said. “In fact, with Mary sick today, 
Maureen wouldn’t leave her behind without first 
writing her a get-well note.” 


It was then that Uncle Bill arrived. He is 
married to Terrible Jean, the big sister who used to 
beat me up for lunch every day. They have five 
kids. The oldest, Steve, is typical. He’s a 
scholarship student at tough U of D High where he 
gets all A s. Steve makes millions caddying and 
saves every lousy cent for his education. 


Boy. My only hope is my youngest sister, 
Linda, who is still single. If she doesn’t hurry and 
marry a poverty-stricken bum, and have some 
rotten kids, I’m never going to another family 
party. 

Onward and Upward. 


Frankly, no one can solve the financial 
woes of Western Wayne County’s many poor 
school districts except the legislature and 
the Governor. 

Only these state officials can revamp the 
system of financing education, a system 
which is grossly unfair to industry-poor 
communities and which places the greatest 
burden on those who can least afford it — 
the poor and those on fixed incomes. 

But the legislature and the Governor have 
shown that they have no intention of raising 
taxes or making any enemies before the next 
election in 1970. This tactic may even 
backfire eventually for its common 
knowledge that many, many Michigan 
school districts are now on the brink of 
financial disaster. 


Be that as it may, it is quite clear to 
school administrators around here that no 
help is forthcoming for at least a year, 
probably two. Therefore, school districts 
like Cherry Hill and Westwood Community 
Schools are just going to have to make do 
themselves. 


At the polls Monday, Cherry Hill 
residents in Inkster, Westland and Dearborn 
Heights will vote on a $540,000 bond issue 
and a six-mill proposal. 


If approved, the bonds would be sold to 
y oXjteo addition of seven new 

^oon^Kr Che^ r ^Hill High School. The 
six mills for two yeais would be slated for 
operating costs. 


As we see it, passage of these proposals is 
the only reasonable thing for Cherry Hill 
residents to do. Students will be literally 
busting out the walls at Cherry Hill High 
School within the next few years. Money is 
also needed for repairs and renovations. And 
finally, Cherry Hill teachers rank 48th out of 
the 49 Greater Detroit school districts in 
teacher salaries. 

These proposals were worked up by a 
citizens’ committee that studied requests 
from all elements of the school district — 
teachers, parents, principals, administrators, 
and non-instructional employees • to come 
up with a basic package that would 
meet the district’s immediate needs without 
asking for an excessive amount. 

We therefore give our full support to 
Cherry Hill’s millage and bond proposals. 

Another Western Wayne County school 
that has just barely been hanging in 
financially is the Westwood Community 
School District. 


In April, Westwood voters turned down a 
proposal for a one-year ten-mill increase. 
After this defeat, the Westwood Board of 
Education adopted an austerity budget 
which called for half day sessions in all 
elementary schools: closing of all or part of 
several elementary schools and the junior 
high; proportionate reduction of all staff, 
including administrators, secretaries, 
custodians, and teachers; and elimination of 
almost everything that isn’t reading, ’riling, 
and ’rithmetic. 

When parents began to realize what the 
next school year was going to be like, two 
things in particular struck home: the 
half-days for elementary school children and 
the elimination of junior high and high 
school athletics. After it became apparent to 
School Board trustees that some people, at 
least, would vote differently if they got the 
chance, the Board decided to put the issue 
on the ballot again. 

While we feel Westwood’s chances for 
success are better the second time around, it 
will take a lot to overcome the three-to-one 
margin that defeated the millage. It is 
refreshing to see that millage supporteis are 
running more of a grassroots campaign this 
time. Perhaps they could take a lesson from 
other school districts and learn that a 
successful millage campaign is a long time in 
the preparation and that district citizens 
must be involved in the decision-making. 

The persons wAo really defeated that 
millage in March Ure not likely to be 
dissuaded. Large numbers of senior citizens 
got out then to vote no and we would be 
surprised if they didn’t turn out again to 
oppose the millage. 

Who can blame a retiree on a fixed 
income for not wishing to increase his taxes? 
But we must add that it is not only the 
children who suffer when a proposal like this 
fails; it is the entire community. Though we 
sympathize with these seniors, we hope that 
they, too, will see how vitally important it is 
for this proposal to pass. 

In the final analysis, of course, the only 
answer is fiscal rt ~:>rm. These millages are 
only stopgap measures and everyone seems 
to know it — except the legislature. If you 
feel your school taxes are too high and, 
because of a poor tax base, you don’t get 
enough out of your school dollar, write and 
tell your state legislators. It is only through 
citizen pressure that educational fiscal 
reform will come to Michigan. 

In the meantime, don’t take your 
taxpayer’s blues out on the children. Vote 
yes in Cherry Hill and Westwood.

A s the voters in the Livonia School 
District go to the polls next Monday 
for the annual school election, we give 
one word of advice— vote for total 
candidates, not the one-issue men.

Shouldn’t 

Count

Mayor Samuel Yorty of Los Angeles over his $ 
challenger Thomas Bradley, who happens to be black, g 
The implication of the comment was that the silent 
majority also happened to be a white majority. 

There’s no special reason why all of us should take S 
an Excedrin because of the Los Angeles election S 
results, but we should keep our ears open about such 
things since we, too, may face this kind of thing S 
before the year is out. $ 


Detroit is likely to be given a chance to elect its 
first Negro mayor, and the field of candidates will 
probably offer most all shades of political belief and 
skin color.

While none of us in the suburban areas will 
actually have a vote in the Detroit election, we will 
probably have a lot to say about it, and that is what is 
important. What will we say about it? 

Carl Stokes had to pick up something less than 10 
percent of the white votes in Cleveland to be elected 
mayor there two years ago. He barely made it, with 
about 95 percent of all blacks casting their votes for 
him. 

In Detroit, the black candidate for mayor will have 
a rougher row to hoe if he wants to sit in the City 
side of the City-County Building next year. While 
each man’s qualifications, white or black, will mean 
something to the voters, it is likely that the issue of 
race will be by far the biggest question mark in 
speculation about the outcome of the election. 

When Councilman Nicholas Hood, one of two 
blacks on the Common Council of Detroit, won 
election, he did so because he was able to pick up a 
substantial number of white votes. This writer was an 
election night reporter in a white precinct on the edge 
of the ghetto, and saw’ the totals coming off the 
voting machines. Hood far outdistanced other Negro 
candidates.

What made Councilman Hood desirable to the 
white population was his reputation as a moderate. 
He was a minister, and he didn’t talk like white 
people normally expect a black man to talk— as if he 
just came off the plantation. In short, Hood was the 
whitest of all the black candidates. 


Today, the situation is different for men like 
Hood, and men unlike him, but more militant in their 
approach to civil rights. This is why William T. 
Patrick, the former Councilman who resigned to take 
a high-paying job with the Telephone Company, and 
Hood, are not likely to represent Detroit blacks in the 
mayoral race. 

A black candidate today has to walk the finest of ' 
lines to survive politically. He must appear militant 
and outspoken enough to attract the energies of those 
aggressive blacks who will provide the backbone and 
the foot power for the campaign, must seem 
moderate to the middle class black power structure 
that provides money and a measure of support, and 
must seem not too “uppity” to the white population 
in order to pull a few votes from them. 

The reason there hasn’t been a single black 
candidate named at this point is because there are 
very few, if any, blacks in Detroit who can fit the 
description. 

But today the blacks can almost taste the 
leadership of the City. They are that close to 
becoming the majority. 

As a white man, I hate to think color will mean 
anything to me when I consider the candidates in the 
Detroit mayoral election. But it might. And if 
anything, and I’ll admit it publicly, I’ll be tending 
toward the black candidate, just because I think it’s 
about time. 


So, maybe color does mean something in the race. $ 
Maybe a black man has to win before we learn not to 
be afraid any more.

Juchartz, 40, of 47103

Wayne County Extension

educational needs of the 
school district: 

In citing the need for an 
increased emphasis on 
vocational training Juchartz, 
has pointed out that “for the 
first time in the history of a 
major nation in the world 
and in the history of the 
United States, there are more 
people employed in service 
industries than in 
production.” He continued 
by saying that “this means we 
should be training our young 
people for vocations they can 
easily work into when 
graduating from high school. 
It is a mistake to assume that 
every youngster should 
automatically be expected to 
go to college and that a major 
emphasis in his high school 
training should point him in 
that direction. 

Many young people should 
go on to advanced academic 
training and they will make a 
great future contribution to 
their communities and 
country, but for those whose 
future can best be served by 
training them in vocational 
subjects, in addition to the 
basic academic needs, a 
well-rounded curriculum 
should be available to them.”

County Extension Director, 
he comes into contact with 
business of all kinds that are 
in urgent need of personnel.

built solely upon property.

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WASHINGTON, D.C.— Congressman William D. Ford 
(Democrat- 15th District) took a leading role Tuesday, 
May 27, in a debate which resulted in House approval of 
a $20,000 limitation on farm-subsidy payments. 

The $20,000 ceiling was approved by a 225-142 vote 
in the form of an amendment to an agriculture 
appropriations bill. 

Ford, who voted for the amendment, made a strong 
plea on the House floor in urging his colleagues to adopt 
the $20,000 limitation. 

He recalled that a similar provision was placed in the 
farm appropriation bill last year, but was later dropped 
in a House-Senate Conference before final approval of 
the bill. 

“We are once again presented with an opportunity to 
put some controls on the unmanageable giveaway aspect 
of Federal farm programs,” Ford told his colleagues. 

Charging that the farm program was subsidizing 
millionaire farmers with Government funds,” Ford cited 
one farm owner who received payments last year 
totaling more than $3,000,000. Many received subsidies 
ranging into the hundreds of thousands of dollars, and

more than 16,000 farmers received payments of over 
$15,000 each. 

“This farm program as now carried out bears no 
relationship to earlier programs which were designed to 
meet the pressing problems of the family farmer,” Ford 
declared. 

To extend the subsidy program, he added, would be a 
“serious breach of faith with the American taxpayer.” 

“These taxpayers have recently been told that the 
surtax must be extended, and that a much-needed 
increase in Social Security benefits should be delayed. 
We should apply the same scrutiny to our farm programs 
that we are applying to our tax structure,” Ford said. 
Payment of over $1,000,000 to one farm-owner is just 
as unreasonable as allowing 22 Americans who had 
incomes over $1,000,000 to pay no income tax at all in 
1967.** 

Ford cited a survey made by former Under Secretary 
of Agriculture John A. Schnittker, who reported that a 
$20,000 ceiling on farm payments could be established 
without serious adverse effects on production or on the 
effectiveness of Federal production-adjustment 
programs. Schnittker also reported that budget savings 


•of up to $300,000,000 annually 
establishing such a ceiling. 


could be made by 


Terming the huge subsidy payments as an “absurd 
boondoggle, Ford predicted that American taxpayers 
would not accept it much longer. 

•it Is an insult to the average taxpayer’s intelligence 
to ask him to pull in the belt of Fiscal restraint, to 
extend the surtax, to cut desperately needed manpower 
training programs, to live on Social Security payments 
that dwindle in purchasing power every time the newest 
cost-of-living and consumer-price indexes come out and 
then to turn around and allow this kind of subsidy to 
huge corporate farms to exist. 

“I oppose passage of this appropriation for the 
present farm subsidy program without some control on 
the dollar limit of payments. I do not do so unmindful 
of the pressing needs of our American family farmer. 

“Many of us recognize that the problems of the great 
population centers are worsened each day by the 
tremendous migration of people from the farms to the 
cities. I believe we must use the resources of the Federal 
Government to strengthen and protect the legitimate 
economic interests of the Americans who live and work 
in agriculture. 


However, I do not believe the present programs are 
doing this. Ford charged. “The present programs are, as 
a matter of fact, driving families from the farms and 
replacing them with absentee corporate landholders who 
provide neither employment nor farm products in return 
for the expenditure of billions of dollars in Federal 
funds.” 

Ford, who voted against the surtax when it wai 
established last year, has announced that he will oppose 
President Nixon’s proposal to extend the surtax unless it 
is accompanied by income tax reform and by reductions 
in non-essential expenditures such as excessive farm 
subsidies. 

President Nixon has also announced his opposition to 
the $20,000 ceiling on farm payments, leading 
Congressman Ford to predict that it will be even more 
difficult than last year to get the Senate to approve the 
plan.

“But sadly, many of our sex educators, even among those who 
are highly respected, seem (in my opinion) to be confused and 
they are leading our youngsters astray.

The preservation of some fundamental standards of sexual 
morality is essential to the survival of nations. History has 
many examples of nations and civilizations which fell after 
widespread abandoment of the moral standards. Sex education 
involving the most intimate and personal aspects of family life 
and the fundamental religous conviction of family members 
should not be forced on children against the will of their 
parents. Or so it seems to me.

These are the words of four eminent doctors who have 
spoken out against sex education: 

William McGrath, M.D. (psychiatrist, Phoenix, Ariz. “There 
is a phase of personality development called the latency period 
during which the healthy child is not interested in sex. This 
interval from about the age of five until adolescence serves a 
very important biological purpose. It affords a child an 
opportunity to develop his own resources, his beginning 
physical and mental strength. Premature interest in sex is 
unnatural and will arrest or distort the development of the 
personality. Sex education should not be foisted on children; 
should not begin in the grade school*. Anyone who would 
deliberately arouse the child’s curiosity or stimulate his 
unready mind to troubled sexual preoccupations ought to have 
a millstone tied around his neck and be cast into the sea.” 

Rhoda L. Lorand, Ph.D. (psychologist. New York City) 
“Twenty-five years ago, I and many other child analysts might 
have enthusiastically endorsed school sex education . . . 
because we believed at that time that emphasis on sexual 
knowledge could do no harm, only good. We have since 
learned that it is harmful to force sexuaJ preoccupation on 
children . . . forcing of sexual preoccupation on the child is 
very likely to result in sexual difficulties in adulthood, and it 
can lead to disturbed behavior in childhood.” 


Melvin Ancheil, M.D. (Lost Angeles, Cal.) “Sex educators 
are concerned about teaching children the mechanics of 
mating. Such instruction is comparable to training geese to fly 
South in the winter.. Trying to teach children about sex 
without arousing sensuous feelings is about as hypocritical or 
naive as trying to describe the nature of fire without 
acknowledging the heat produced. Some adults expect 
children to express admiration and joy with learning about 
sex. These adults cannot believe that shattering the fantasies 
and doubts of children without proper aging can act as a 
premature seduction causing irreparable psychological harm 
including perversion.”
